HE remarkable feature of the amusement week just ended was that it 

T brought into conjunetion in the local theatrical firmament one waning 

. star, one waxing star, and another who had dropped entirely out of the 
stage heavens for a number of years. ~ 

The first of these was Elien Terry at the Olympic; the second, Florence Rolb- 
eris at the Century; the third, Camille d@Arville at the Garrick. Each of the 
three was well worth while. | s 

We shall probably not see Miss Terry again. She-is in her 60th year 
and time has left its graven mark upon her. The roles in which she won 
her fame are no longer possible to her. As Lady Cecily Waynflete in ‘‘Cap- 
tain Brassbound’s Conversion,” her delightful comedy gifts were again in evi- 
dence, as I said in my Tuesday review of. her opening night’s performance, 
but, as I also pointed out, shw failed to look the part by some years. She 
Was a charming, well-bred, exqmsite, patrician Cecily—never for a moment. 
however, the Cecily with whom Captain Brassbound would have fallen in 
love, nor who would have enamored all,other men with whom she comes in 
contact, as the story sets forth was her achievement. In “Nance Oldfield’ her 
touch in comedy was again revealed—but oh! how weary and aged a Nance 
it was whom young Oldworthy was then obliged. to wgrship! Not even the 
saving line which she speaks to: the young chap’s father: ‘He cannot marry 
@ woman-old encugh to be his grandmother,” rescued this little play from the 
pathos of Miss Terry’s 60 years. Young Oldworthy: could not, indeed, marry | 
his grandmother—nor could he convincingly fall in love with her, no matter 
how great her art. Miss Terry's Nance Oldfield of this past week brought 

@ pang to my heart—aow cruel is Time on the sunset side of life! 

But. thanks be. we have one splendid new memorglof Miss Terry—that of 
he? Kilertjc, the widowed old fishwife in “‘The Good Hope.” Here we saw this 
player in the best that is now possible to her—and strpassingly good it was. 
The-sorrowful patience of age, the tragedy and loneliness of a venerable wom- 
an, robbed by the sea of all her loved ones, the sweet yet heart-tugging calm 
of a soul taught calmness by grief—these things, embodied in Terry’s majes- 
tically simple old Dutch peasant, left an indelible pieture on one’s mind. I shall 
treasure if as among the best of my Terry gallery—and almost wistfully, too, 
believing that it is the farewell addition to that gallery. : 

With the waning star of Terry's genius shining at the Olympic, the waxing 
-star of Florence Roberts rose at the Century. It is, I believe, a star of the 
first wv Its possibilities of brilliancy were indicated in “Ann LaMont’ 
@ year ago. Its increased radiance was revealed: in “The Strength of _ the. 
Weak.” which opened her St. Louis engagement last Sunday night. And, 
although the Ramon of Tyrone Power came perilously near taking first place 
in the later production of ‘Maria Rosa’’ nevertheless did Miss Roberts’ por- — 
trayal of the tithe role confirm the judgment of those who even now give her 
a foremost position among American emotional actresses. She possesses the 
temperamental equipment necessary to greatness in this field. Hers, also, is 
that strange and unexplainable gift of personal magnetism which enables a 
player to convey across the footlights, unspoken, the emotion of the moment 
broucht into being by the play’s story. Resembling Mrs. Fiske in repres- 
sional methods as well as in physical appearance, she has one great advan- 
tage over that fine player—the advantage contained in a voice of singular 
clearness and carfying power. Then, too, she does not need to be the center 
of the stage to focus an audience's attention upon her. A strong ind@ividual- 
ity itself seems to demand and compel this attention. In ‘Maria Rosa’ there 
were many moments when Tyrone Power held the center of the stage, and 
he played Ramon almost perflously close to the ranting line, while Miss Rob- 
erts as Maria was either silent or low of tone, yet she held her own against 
the masculine role to which even the story itself gives the stronger dramatic 
place. It is a dangerous play for a woman star, this “Maria Rosa,’ and I 
do not yet know if it is well for her to take it to New York for a further 
strengthening of her metropolitan prestige, but it adds to the proofs cf Miss 
Roberts’ great dramatic value, all the same. The Century week just closed 
Was made memorable by it. 

I must confess that Camille D'Arville, in ‘The Belle of London Town,” at - 
the Garrick, gave me a big surprise. She had married a wealthy Westerner 
and retired from the stage. We had almost forgotten her—not that so many 
years had passed, but that the people of the stage are quickly forgotten. When 
I heard that she had come back to the footlights I reasoned that it would be 
another case of an unhappy return, that she would be more or less worn 
and “out of the running’’—and, too, I was not disposed to expect much of her 
musical play ‘“‘without a chorus.’ But, as happily as unexpectedly, all these 
forebodings failed to materialize into fact. Miss D’Arville proved herself to 
be one: of the most enjoyable of comic opera stars, sprightly of manner, mel- 
odious of voice, satisfying in art. The play‘itself was much above the aver- 
age. The supporting company was excellent. It isn’t often that one is 
fooled in this way by stage offerings. I owe both my thanks and apologies 
to “The Belle of London Town” in this instance. 

And now, first and foremost, we contemplate Olga Nethersole at the Olym- 
pic thie week in a repertoire that includes “Sapho,” “The Second = Mrs. 
Tanquefay,’ “The Labyrinth’ and “Carmen.” That she is artistically ad- 
gnirable in three of these offerings we already know. Of “The Labyrinth” . 
we know that it gave its author a seat in the French Academy .and_ the 

fame of an “Immortal,” and that if provides Miss Nethersole with a singu- 
larly strong role. The four plays are all unpleasant in story—but the play 
with an unpleasant story seems to be a necessity for the emotional actress if 
the emotional actress is to manifest her genius at its best. We had 
such a play in “The Kreutzer Sonata,” which brought Kalich to us not long 
azo. We had two more such plays in “The Strength of the Weak” and ‘‘Ma- 
ria Rosa,’ the offerings of Florence Roberts. We'll have plays of this char- 
acter every time a great emotional actress comes to us. But it has to be art. 
for art;s sake, I suppose. I know that I shall enjoy Miss Nethersole’s 
work, because it is work of a very high order in its field... And I let it go 
at that, so far as I am personally concerned.

Upon the oc- 
casion of her presentation of “‘Sapho’ 
to a London audience, the present King 
and Queen of England lent the honor ot 
their presence to the theater. 

“Sapho,’’ Clyde Fitch’s stage version 
of Daudet’s remarkable novel, made es- 
pecially by the brilliant American play- 
wright for the use of Miss Nethersole, 
will be the offering Monday, Wednesday 
and Saturday nights and at the Wednes- 
dav and Saturday matinees,. It is in the 
role of Sapho that Miss Nethersole |5 
probably best known to 4he American 
public, her impersonation of Fanny le 
Grand, the hapless artist’s model of the 
Parisian Latin quarter, being bound to 
stand as her most notable achievement. 
Miss Nethersole is supported by a Lon- 
don company of 49 persons, and carries 
a castume and scenic investiture for all 
her plays which is sald to be excep- 
tionally handsome and adequate. 

Tuesday evening Miss Nethersole will 
be seen in Arthur Wing Pinero’s great 
play of modern social life, ‘*The Second 
Mrs. Tanqueray.” This play, differing 
widely from that of the French artist's 
model, will furnish an opportunity to 
observe the great artist’s versatility. 
It may not be generally known in this 
country that Pinero wrote the part of 
Paula Tanqueray for Miss Nethersole, 
and although several celebrated women 
have played the role, none of them has 
been as acceptalfe in it as is Miss 
Nethersole. 

For Thursday evening the play will 
be “The Labyrinth,” (A Case of Di- 
voree), an adaptation made by W. Tr 
Couttney of Paul Hervieu's notable 
Comedie-Francaise success, ‘‘Le De- 
dale.” This play, when produced in 
Paris, aroused a furore of discussion 
among scholars and ethical thinkers, 
which finally resulted in the election 
of the author to a membership in the 
Royal Academy of France. The theme 
of the play is a_ striking argument 
against divorce, it being the author’s 
idea that a legal severing of the bonds 
of matrimony binding a man and a 
woman should never be effected when 
children have been born to cement the 
marital tie. In the role of Marianna de 
Pogis Miss Nethersole is said to have 
found a part congenial to her histri- 
onic powers. She depicts the character 
of an honorable woman, the wife of two 
men, who having divorced her first hus- 


|band because of basé Mnfidelity, marries 


a second time, and later returns to her 
first love, the father of her child. 


The offering Friday night will be a 
color one, a_ pictorial production of 
“Carmen,”’ a role in which Miss Nether- 


sole first struck the chord of popular 
favor with American audiences. This 
was especially gratifying to her at the 
time, for it was her idea to dramatize 
the story, and it was at her instigation 
that the stage version was made which 
served her as_a vehicle for several 
starring tours under the Frohman man- 
agement, -Last summer Miss Nether- 
sole spent several weeks’ in Spain 
studving types, manners and oustoms 
of the people of the Peninsula from 
which to get ideas to introduce into 
her performance of “Carmen.’’ She 
even attended a bull-fight in San Sebas- 
tian. Bizet’s immortal score of the 
opera of ‘Carmen’ has been para- 
phrased and runs all through the per- 
formance as a delightful under-current. 

Miss Nethersole will be supported at 
the Olympie Theater by Frank Mills 
and her London company of 40 players.

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HAPPENINGS OF THE WEEK. 


At its adjournment on Monday, the Fifty-ninth 
Congress had broken all previous records for extrav- 
agant expenditures. It did not reach the “two bil- 
lion mark,” but it set the pace which will make it 
inevitable without a radical change of public pol- 
icy. A redeeming feature was the final failure to 
pass the ship subsidy bill and some attempt was 
made to handle the mails more economically. Pen- 
sions: were increased and so were appropriations for 
army, navy, coast defenses and war purposes gen- 
erally, with an increase for rivers and harbors which 
amounted still to defeat of systematic plans for 
opening the river and lake system as part of the 
operative transportation system of the country.

SIR JOHN’S SURVEY. 
Sir John E. Gorst is a man of great benevolence. 
His information is extensive and he is evidently in- 
creasing it continually by making extensive surveys 
of things in general. a3 
Of course, the result of each one of these extensive 
surveys is a book. This was the result in Jerusa- 
lem also in the days of Solomon, who summed up the 
results of his extensive survey in a book, concluding 
with the proposition that it would serve no good 
purpose to go on making further surveys for lit- 





erary purposes. 

The difference which résults in the modern view is 
that our extensive surveys are usually made with 
the deliberately premeditated purpose of writing a 
book, while Solomon’s conclusion that he ought to 
write a book was a genuine conclusion. That is, he 
was forced to it only after he had accumulated his 
“material” for other purposes. He did not conclude 
in advance that he ought to have all manner of ex- 
perience and make an extensive survey of other peo- 
ple merely to write a book, regardless of what sort 
of a book it- would be. He knew what the book 
would be before he. began to write it, and he knew 
the conclusion, which was that all manner of people 
in the world” who are really doing the best they 
know how, without interfering with each other, are 
doing all that ought to be expected of them. 

Sir John’ FE. Gorst, in his latest book, a result of 
extensive surveys in Great Britain, Germany and 
the civilized world in general, fails to reach this 
comfortable and comforting conclusion. He is deep- 
ly disquieted internally, though on the surface he is 
calm as an English knight ought to be, in literature 
and everywhere else. What disquiets him is the dis- 
covery that in Great Britain, the great majority of 
the inhabitants, as soon as they are able to leave 
their cradles and begin to crawl, begin to do things 
which make it hard for an English knight to keep 
even his surface calmness. He finds by scientific 
methods of comparison that this is just as true of 
othe® countries as of England. The thing is uni- 
versal. 

The attempt to educate the great majority of peo- 
ple out of such habits often results in what seems 
to Sir John still greater confusion. For example, 
Sir John finds of official record the result of an at- 
tempt made in the public schools of England to take 
a general suryey of the human body and its in- 
cluded mind. According to this officially recorded 
conclusion, the “human body consist of three parts, 
the head, chest and stummick. The head contains 
the eyes and the brain. * * * ‘I'he stummick con- 
tains the vowels and consonants.” 

In the scale of existence’ below that of English 
knighthood Sir John finds such alarming errors as 
this almost if mot quite universal. Of course he has 
no difficulty in following them to their disastrous 
results, The general conclusion from his observa- 
tions is that if something adequate to the magni- 
tude of the evil is not done, the results of the future 
will be more disastrous still. 

While in one sense, this view ealls for the most 
serious consideration, there is another in which the 
seriousnes#"should be tempered by the recollection 


jthat it is wholly natural at every stage of human 


existence to have more information in detail on 
hand than can be set in order at once. The yowels 
and the consonants may have an anatomical origin 
given them a foot or so too low at a given stage of 
our progress, which, in spite of this, may still be 
progress, and that in the-best sense. 

This is the point Sir John misses and it seems to 

be missed in nearly all the extensive surv evs made 
since that which resulted in the composition of 
that.. far-reaching poem, “The Walrus and the Car- 
penter.” 
In taking their pleasant walk along the beach 
for the purposes of a pleasant talk, the walrus and 
the carpenter became suddenly aware of quanti- 
ties of sand so vast that the walrus was disquieted 
to his inmost soul. He communicated this disquiet 
to the carpenter, who, we are told, “shed a bitter 
tear at the thought that the disorder of the beach 
could not be set to rights, even if 40 maids with 40 
mops swept it for half a year.

If the hu- 
man “stummick” has the right kind of food put 
into it at. proper intervals, in the proper quantities, 
the error of locating the vowels and consonants in it 
will be outgrown finally as a result of “the remedial 
process of nature,” without sending for a surgeon to 
“perform an operation.”

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THE FATE OF COMMUNISM. 

The suit to escheat to the State the property of 
the Harmony of Economy, Pa., may ring 
down the curtain upon one of the féw communistic 
experiments in the United States that have outlived

their founders. 

The Harmony was established in this 
country in 1805, its head, George Rapp, and its mem- 
bers being Germans from Wurtemberg, but it was 
not until 1824 that they removed to the present 
site. When Charles Nordhoff visited Economy forty- 
nine years later he found it already in decadence. It 
had established “cotton, silk and woolen factories, a 
brewery and other industries; but the most im- 
portant of these have now ceased,” he wrote. 

Econgmy had then 125 comfortable houses, 
“conveniences which

a fine 
church, an assembly hall and 
villages of its size are too often without,” such as 
a fine water supply, but there were only 110 mem- 
bers. Some thirty adopted children and a hundred 
hired laborers helped carry on the shrunken indus- 
tries. Nordhoff was the only guest at the hotel, 
but about twenty tramps, some of them of dis- 
solute or criminal appearance, were fed without 
question, 

Alfred Noyes, the founder of the Shakers, 

say that no communistic experiment could succeed 
without a religious basis. Both he and Rapp, the 
most successful of many experimenters, tried to 
provide such a basis in celibacy. Both abolished 
the family, which as the natural group unit is the 
foe of a larger communism. Celibacy was not in- 
troduced into the Harmony Society until about 1807. 
[In 1832 two hundred and fifty of the seven hundred 
and fifty members seceded and formed a new com- 
munistic society in Philipsburg, with $110,000 paid 
to them by the parent body for their interest in 
The seceders permitted marriage in 
their colony, which was. -headed by the so-called: 
“Graf de Leon,” and within five years the experi- 
ment failed miserably. 
From the 500 members left by the De Leon schism 
in 1832 to the 110 found by Nordhoff in 1874, the 
colony dwindled, Its greatest prosperity was 
reached five years after the founding of the present 
village in 1824. Three-quarters of a century of a 
steady decline under Rapp, Henrici and John S&S. 
Duss have left the latter the only member who be- 
longed to the community in its best days. New 
York remembers Duss as the leader of a “Har- 
mony Band” at the Madison Square Garden. But 
Economy was too small to furnish the musicians, 
most of whom were picked up in New York.

This, 
however, ‘showed no appreciable effect on the inten- 
sity of the light. 

Believing the condenser was not strong enough, 
Mr. Garland had three persons join hands, and one 
of them took hold of the aerial lamp. When the 
switch was again turned on he found that it pro- 
duced a perceptible increase in the intensity of the 
light. 


NEW COTTON-SEED CLEANER. 

One of the most important devices in the history 
of cotton culture practically has been perfected by 
experts of the Department of Agriculture, It is a 
machine for the removal of the furze on cotton seed 
and for the separation of light from heavy seed. 
The process has been in course of development for 
about two years and it is the opinion of the cotton 
experts of the department that its universal use 
would effect a saving of about 10 per cent of the 
entire cotton crop. As the cotton crop of America 
amounts to about $750,000,000 a year it easily can be 
realized that such a saving would be of vast im- 
portance. 

By the removal of the furze from the cotton: seed 
the seed may be planted with an ordinary gravity 
drill. By the ease with which the smooth seed can 
be manipulated, they can be planted in hills without 
unnecessary waste and the plants so located can be 
tilted in two directions. The machine, it is stated, 
can be made at very small expense, and as the ine 
vention is in the hands of the Government, cotton 
planters who use it will have to pay no royalty for 
it

WILHELMINA’S DOMESTIC AFFAIRS. 
From the Pittsburg Dispatch. 

Recent discussion by the States General at The 
Hague of measures to be adopted in view of the 
possibility of Queen Wilhelmina dying without issue 
has had the effect of turning public attention 
abroad once more to the domestic affairs of the 
young sovereign, who will celebrate in August.next 
her twenty-seventh birthday, and the seventeenth 
anniversary of her accession to the throne of the 
Netherlands. Provision is made in the amended stat- 
utes for the exclusion from the succession of any 
children that might be born to the reigning Grand 
Duke of Saxe-Weimar, now next heir to the Dutch 
crown, after his declination of the latter. His name, 
however, is not specifically mentioned in the new 
law, and instead of the word “declination” that of 
“abdication’’ has been used. While the true purport 
of the measure has been thoroughly appreciated in 
Holland, it has been altogether misunderstood 
abroad. It was taken to indicate that the Queen 
contemplated abdication, and on the strength of this 
stories have been widely circulated to the effect 
that Wilhelmina was about to lay down her scepter 
in consequence of the alleged misery of her married 
life, and of the melancholia resulting therefrom, 
Now, there is just as little truth in the statement 
that the Queen contemplates the abandonment of 
her throne as there is in the tales of the unhappiness 
of her marriage.

BUSY PITTSBURG HAS 
NO TIME FOR PANIC. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., March 9.—The pres- 
ent panicky conditions in Wall Street 
are not reflected to any perceptible ex- 
tent in the industrial or mercantile in- 
terests of the Pittsburg district, accord- 
ing to leading manufacturers and mer- 
chants here. It would take a long con- 
tinued depression in industrial stocks 
with a retroactive influence on produc- 
tion caused by the railroad and other 
large buyers being unable to secure 
money for improvements before’ the 
Wall Street panic would be felt here.

Murder Led to Arrests, 200 
Burglaries Were Then 
Explained. 





PARIS, March 9.—Picturesque details 
are becoming known of the organization 
and methods of the “chauffeurs of the 
North,” the robber gang which for two 
years has pillagec a large part of the 
north of France, robbing houses, steal- 
ing horses, crops from the fields and 
lately murdering those who came in 
their way. 

Abelt Pollet was the leader and is 
generaliy credited with being the brains 
of the gang. of which more than fifty 
members have been arrested, although 
it can be said that not ali of these 
men were active in the frequent raids, 
most of which were perpetrated by a 
dozen or fewer men, but the others par- 
ticipated in some of the larger raids, 
such as stripping fields and stealing 
horses. 

lt is clear that they are no common- 
piace rascals. They were footpads and 
cut throats by night, but most worthy 
eountryfolk by day. They kept to an 
‘laborate pretence of respectability 
With success, and for tong, while rob- 
bery followed robbery in the country 
round, they were the last whom any- 
ie suspected, 

rhe nucleus of the gang seems to have 
ween formed in the house of a moth- 
mily looking, honest-faced peasant wom- 

living in a quiet, clean, and tidy 

(iaze in a coal mining village near 

ethune. The leader, Pollet, Was a 
cium of her three sons, and the friends 
inet for an innocent glass of beer at 
her house. All the circle set an exam- 
pie of prim respectability and edifying 
piety. 

Models for Community. 


Every Sunday the old woman, her 
three sons, their best friend, and other 
acquaintances went to every mass, and 
the parish priest—poor innocent man— 
held them up as patterns to the less du- 
itiful among hig flock. At the time of 
the church inv@ntory disturbances the 
worthy family was among the first to 
offer its services to the political emis- 
saries then organizing resistance. 

The rows as planned ensued, and the 
wonderful spectacle which a cynic who 
kncw would have enjoyed, was seen ot 
the men who led the chauffeur's: gang 
to plunder by night heading resistance 
by day at church doors against treas- 
ury clerks come to take inventories, au- 
thorities generally, police and _ troops, 
and “defending’’ the. sacred _ edifices. 
Several men of the zealous circle were 
fined for over-eager and violent ‘‘de- 
fense” of churches against the state. 

It seemed like playing with fire to 
come into contact with the police and 
the law, but the amazing practical 
jokers were not found out. They con- 
tinned to lead edifying lives, and at 
mass each of the gang headed the collec- 
tion generously with a silver piece. 


Woman Had a Part. 


While the old woman looked quietly 
after her humble cottage, the men 
worked in the coal mines in winter and 
in the fields in summer, and were known 
as honest, industrious tollers. After 
coming up from the mine or leaving the 

low, the respectable laborers’ turned 

urgiars, and spent most of the night 
nefariously. Altogether they seem to 
have led an active life. 

Nor was the motherly old peasant 
woman idle. Once a week she harnessed 
her nag to a cart and “went to market.” 
But under the straw in the cart was the 
week's ‘/swag,"’ and the supposed mar- 
ket was apother farmhouse some miles 
off, where lived a “fence,’’ under the 
guise of a bluff, well-to-do courtryman. 

Aside from this ingenuity and enter- 

rise Pollet had some kindly humor also 
n ¢ ew gente He was captured 
one fer passing contraband goods 
by the ntier police but, handcuffed, he 
escaped nimbly over the national border, 
whence he derided the baffled gen- 
darmes. They had lost not only their 
prisoner, but a valuable pair of hand- 
cuffs, that were State property. But the 
os ett was generous. The gen- 

armes threw him the key over the fron- 
tier line, he unfettered himself and shied 
back the handcuffs. 

As long as the gang wag content with 
burglary there was no gnquiry severe 
enough to penetrate their pretense, but 
a murder Inquiry caught them.

Budding Constabulary Officials 
Now Learning How to 
Act in Field. 


MANILA, P. I., March 9.—The senior 
the training school for 
officers in the  Phil- 
ippines has gone into camp for 
maneuvers and instruction’ in the 
various sorts of field work re- 
quired in active seryice under the 
regulations of the insular. police. 
This period of practical application 
will give the young officers on the

During this. instruction 
they will have a taste of hard service, 
tents will be supplied and they 
have to build their own shelter;

They will get their fill of hiking 
and hitting the trail of imaginary 
enemies by day and by night. 

Under the old regime young of- 
ficers were packed out to the jungles 
immediately after appointment with 
little or no preparation or Enew eer 
of what they were up against. The 
consequence was that many a young 
man just arrived from the states with 
his new commission in his pocket and 
possibly the military knowledge ac- 
quired as a ligh School cadet, 
thought that all he had to do was to 
don his khaki uniform and shoulder- 
straps and at once become a compe- 
tent field commander. 

He was soon disillusionized when 
he found himself in some remote bar- 
rio in eommand of 20 or 30 native 
soldiers whose language, ability, ca- 
pacity and needs were as strange to 
him as if they came direct from Mars. 
He knew not how to even supervise 
the preparation of his own food, nor 
how to avoid contracting the many 
tropical diseases with which he was 
surrounded, and as for pursuing and 
eapturing ladrones and other law- 
breakers, he had no more idea than 
the Babes in the Woods. 

Except in the cases of apointments 
of ex-soldiers of the regular service 
most of these officers soon resigned 
and returned to their homes in the 
United States disgusted with service 
in Unele Sam's “Colonial Army.” 

Now all is different. A period of 
six months’ instruction is given in 
the Constabulary School—the War 
College of the Philippines—where 
much practical training pertaining 
to his position as an officer is given 
him; he is taught the elements of 
Spanish—the universal language of 
the islands-~as -well -as. a -working 
knowledge of the leading native di- 
‘alects.

Judge Moore, questioning Keely, asked 
him about many cases of importance in 
the police history of the past few years. 
Keely told of breaking up “the Julian 
rang,’’ the ‘‘Forty Thieves"’ and other 
ands of highway robbers and thugs. 
He said that he and his partner, Cor- 
dell, “lay in a wagon yard two weeks” 
in order to get the members of the 
“Forty Thieves.” 

“Exposed yourself daily for that 
length of time, to the elements, in the 
discharge of your duty?” asked Judge 
Moore. 

“Yes,"’ replied Keely,“" and we finally 
got the men we were after.’’ 


McVean Potsoning Case. . 
‘He related in considerable detail his

in the Post-Dispatch. William H.

The son testified that he 
at once suspected Bergmann, and told 
the police of his suspicion immediately 
upon their arrival at the house. 

The oversight of the police in_ not 
making inquiries at all saloons for _—s. 
mann or for the location of his board- 
ing house, is blamed by members of the 
family for the man’s escape. Henry 
Dreher. a brother of Mrs. Quernheim, 
and Herman W. Quernheim, a brother- 
in-law, both expressed regret and indig- 
nation yesterday afternoon that prompt 
action had not been taken to arrest the 
suspect. They said they considered the 
oversight a serious error. 


Delay in Police Action. 

The body of Mrs. Quernheim was 
found at 6:30 p. m. A telephone mes- 
sage was sent at once to police head- 
quarters at the Four Courts. The tele- 
phone operator there gave Chiefs Smith 


and Creecy the details of the tragedy 
and then telephoned to Capt. Pickel of 
the North Market Street Station, who 
sent men to the scene, Men from head- 
quarters reached the house almost sim- 
ultaneously. 

‘All these officers were at once told 
of the family’s suspicions. A complete 
deseription of Bergmann, with the fact 
that he was a saloon loafer and the 
residence of his family, was given to 
them. If the patrolmen al over St. 
Louis had been notified by telephone 
messages to their districts or instructed 
when the night platoons went on duty 
at 11 p. m. to make inquiries at every 
saloon in St. Louis for Edward Berg- 
mann, there seems slight doubt to mem- 
bers of.the Quernheim family that the 
young mah would have been caught. 

Instead of this, no description of the 
young man was sent to the Four Courts 
at all until 10:30 p. m., three hours after 
the throng of special officers, detectives 


and patrolmen reached the house. This 


description was the usual meager, vague 
police description—height, age, probable 
weight, color of eyes and hair—a de- 
scription that would fit thousands of 
men in St. Louis. 

Most remarkable of all, the name of 


the suspected man was not given to 


‘‘the tracer’ at the Four Courts. 

“The tracer’ is a telephone operator 
whose duty it is to send to every dis- 
trict descriptions of men wanted under 
such or similar circumstances. He sent 
out the perfunctory description given to 
him, and the police of St. Louis general- 
ly had nothing more than this to guide 
them until the morning papers ap- 
peared. 

At 2:30 a. m. a detailed description, 
with the name, was sent to the Four 
Courts. 

Bergmann is known to have visited 
at least two saloons and a “club” after 
Mrs. Quernheim died. Mr. Quernheim 
and Mr. Dreher think that if proner

This confusing incident of tne aiias 
is blamed by Capt. Pickel for the 
failure to catch Bergmann Thursday 
night. Chief Smith and Chief Creecy 
give the same explanation. Thev said 
that Bergmann’s alias was not known 
to members of the Quernheim famiiy, 
and that the police did not suapect 
he had ever used one. In the ueigh- 
borhood of the boarding house, they 
asserted, he was Known only as Mce- 
Guire. 

At the club rooms at 222A St louis 
avenue, to which Bergmann went at 10 
o’clock the night of the murder, and 
where he remained until 6 a. rm. Friday. 
he is known under his own name. 

When the first accounts of the kiil- 
ing were published, reports began to 
pour into the police from peraons who 
had seen him the day and nignt of the 
tragedy, or thought they had. Through 
these reports, voluntarily contributed 
for the most part, the police ara able 
to account for the suspect's time from 
2 p.m.

MISSOURIANS’ BIG CLAIMS 





Large Part of John §. Mellon’s 
Estate Consists of Repudi- 
ated Certificates, 


On a decision of the Federal Court of 
Claims, which is about to consider the 
Government's obligations to Missourians 
who furnished service and supplies to 
the Union forees during the Civil War, 
will depend the fortunes of half a dozen 
St. Louisans and hundreds of persons 


throughout the State. In all $900,000 is- 


involved. 
The estate of John 8S. Mellon, who died 
four years ago, consists largely of cer- 


tificates of indebtedness issued by Mis-, 


souri in satisfaction of these claims, 
which, however, were repudiated after- 
wards by the National Government. 

’ §S. Bryan, formerly a newspaper 
man in St. Louis, is executor of Mellon's 
estate and is the first person to file an 
application for hearing before the court 
since the question was/freferred to that 
tribunal by the Senate last week. 

Other St. Louisans holding these cer- 
tificates in large quantities are Col. A. 
B. Howard of the Gilsonite Construc- 
tion Co., O. P. Hedges and the Wheeler 
& Wilson Sewing Machine Co. H. De- 
Wyl, a druggist. of Jefferson City, has 
some of the scrip. 

Mellon bought about $65,000 worth of 
the scrip in 1876 as a speculation, but 
never was able to induce either the 
State or the National Government to 
redeem them. When he died they 
formed the larger part of his estate. 


Court Decision Final. 
Col. Howard was selling sewing ma- 
chines when Adjutant-General Bing- 
ham and Gov. Hardin suggested an ad- 


justment of the claims. He took them 
at a discount in exchange for his ma- 
chines, hoping that they would soon be 

aid. He has them still. The Singer 

achine Co. obtained their certificates 
in the same way. 

Through the efforts of Mr. Bryan two 
congresses have cone the adjudi- 
cation of the claims. n both cases, 
however, the bills which he caused to be 
introduced were defeated in the House 
of Representatives. At the close of last 
Congress Senator Warner accomplished 
the adoption of a resolution transferring 
the whole question to the Court of 
Claims. That tribunal's consideration 
of them is expected to be final, whether 
favorable or adverse to the claimants. 

The claims were originaally approved 
by the Federal Government in 1874. The 
State of Missouri then issued the cer- 
tificates of indebtedness with the under- 
standing that they would not be re- 
deemed until the United States had re- 
imbursed the State for that purpose, 

After the Government had audited 
the claims for service in the militia It 
was discovered that many of them were 
fraudulent and all were repudiated. 

Since Gov. Hardin’s time many at- 
tempts have been made to get the Gov- 
ernment to make a settlement, but until 
now no hopeful action has been taken.

Franklin tottered half way into the pas- 
sageway and cried out that she had 
taken poison and asked that a doctor 
be called. She sank to the ground and 
her husband picked her oP and carried 
her into the house. A liceman called 
an ambulance and the woman was 
taken to the City Hospital. Franklin . 
was locked up at the yoming Street 
Station. 

Doctors Couldn't Save Her. 


Mrs. Franklin told the doctors that 
she had taken corrosive sublimate, but 
they found that it was carbolic acid.

torney’s office for examination with a 
prospect of being made one of the re- 
buttal witnesses for the prosecution. 

The names on the list of prospective 
new witnesses compiicd by Mr. Jerome 
include actresses. actor folk, waiters, 
clubmen. millionaires, artists, cab driv- 
ers, chorus girls, society women, cotil- 
lion leaders, diplomats, philanthropists, 
bouncers, stage hands, theatrical man- 
agers, tnen about town, private detec- 
tives, servants and trades people. Most 
of these names were whispered to the 

rosecutor by the girl in the course of 

er cross-¢xamination and their inden- 
tities until now have been kept secret. 

Should any considerable number of 
them be called by Jerome to testify, tne 
remainder of the trial will be a con- 
stant succession of amazing sensations 
an® scandals of Tenderloin life. 

In any event, it was stated late this 
afternoon, the prosecution will require 
at jeast two full weeks to put in all its 
testimony in rebuttal Already Mr. Je- 
rome has a schedule of 40 persons whom 
he intends to call, including a record- 
breaking ‘battery of nine prominent 
alienists from all over the mast. 

Evelyn's Statements Dented. 

Today's mails brougnt District Attor- 
ney Jerome a long letter from Craig 

adsworth, third secretary of the Amer- 
ican Legation at London. Wadsworth 
wrote to give his side of certain 
sodes of 1904 in England in which har- 
ry Thaw, Evelyn Nesbit, Evelyn's 
mother, Stanford White and Craig 
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ly concerned. In the letter Wadsworth 
emphatically contradicts the accounts 
of the circumstance which Evelyn Nes- 
bit Thaw told Upon the stand as a wit- 
ness for her husband. 

He denies that he ever annoyed Mrs. 
Holman or insulted the daughter, and he 
puts a construction upon Harry Thaw’s 
famous cablegram, sent from Paris to 
White and signed with the girl’s name, 
which does not agrée with Mrs. Harry 
Thaw’s interpretation of the message. 

On the strength of what Wadsworth 
wrote, Mr. Jerome sent process. servers 
to find and bring to his office -several 
men and women in New York~. whose 
names have not heretofore figured in 
the developments of the great tragedy. 

The largest number of ailenists ever 
engaged to aid District Attorney Jerome 
in his efforts either to prove’ Harry 
Thaw sane and send him to the death 
chair, or to prove him insane and send 
him to Matteawan are now under his or- 
ders. To date the District Attorney has 
had three experts—Macfonald,, Flint and 
Mabon—at his beck and bidding in the 
trial of Thaw for the murder of Stan- 
ford White. Now. with the taking of 
evidence in rebuttal about to start, he 
has assembled a grand ensemble of nine. 
all nine testify for the State the 
trial before Supreme Justice Fitzgerald 
ought to last until next summer. 

It was currently, reported today that 
Mr. Jerome had determined to push the 
case to a conclusion and not to ask fora 
lunacy commission. All the members 
of the District Attorney's staff are san-

The case, from teday’s developments, 
promises to resolve itself at least into a 
battle of experts and this means that 
there is absolutely no way of predicting 
when the end will come. If Mr. Jerome 
only calls three of his nine experts to 
the stand—it is more than likely tnat 
he will call five—it means a series of in- 
terminable cross-examinations by Del- 
phin M. Delmas, the leading counsel for 
the defense. Mr. Delmas thus will be 
given an opportunity to match his medi- 
cal knowledge against the very thorough 
understanding of the subject displayed 
by Mr. Jerome. Since Mr. Jerome be- 
gan to lay so much stress upon the sub- 
ject of insanity in preparing for rebuttal, 
it scarcely seems possible that his pre- 
diction as to the time of ending the case 
can come true. The defense has two 
witnesses—alienists—in reserve who will 
he called in sur-rebuttal and that means 
a still longer delay.

KOEPPEN POISON PUZZLING. 








Character He Doesn't Know. 
Dr. Cassius M. Riley, the chemist, has 
nearly completed his analysis of the 
contents of the stomachs of Miss Selma 
Giersback, the housekeeper, and Frank 
Koeppen, the 6-year-old son of Emil 
Keoppen of Woodland, St. Louis Coun- 
ty, who were poisoned a week ago 
Wednesday night, along with two other 
children of Keoppen, one of whom died. 
“IT have made considerable progress, 
but cannot give definite expression,”’ 
said Dr. Riley last night to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. ‘I have detected the 
presence of opium in small quantities. 
But morphine, you must’ remember, is 
the last poison that is found in the pro- 
cess Of elimination that I am carrying 
on. I have found some other’ sub-: 
stances, whose nature I have not de- 
termined, There may possibly be pto- 
maines. It will take two or three days 
more before I will be through and ready 
to make my report to Coroner Bracy of 
St. Louis County.” 

Drs. . L. Byrd and N. M. Draper, 
the physicians who treated the two 
boys of the Keoppen family, who were 
found alive on Thursday morning, pro- 
nounced the cases to be onium poison- 
ing, and after the autopsies said that 
their opinions were strengthened by the 
conditions ef the stomachs. 
The second child, Bentley, died 48 
hours after he had been polsoned, but 
his stomach had been washed out in the 
course of the treatment given him and 
no test could be made for poisons.

In 1869 he went 
to Japan as an instructor in the Nobles 
School, an educational institution which 
great proportions, and which 
listed among its pupils nearly all of 
the big men and women whom Japan 
has developed in nearly two generations.

If. they were the happy pos- 
sessors of a few English words or 
phrase, nothing would do but they must 
show off, I remember once riding at 
Kudan, a@ hill back of the palace, when 
my horse suddenly stopped. I had gone 
quite a distance, and abSorbed in 
thought, had dropped the reins. Look- 
ing up I saw the horse held by a two- 
sworded, top-knotted samurai. I had no 
other weapon but my riding whip, but 
Saw at once that no arms were needed, 
for the fellow, still holding the reins, 
bowed low; then raising himself, utter- 
ing the protracted hiss ‘indicating re- 
spect, he said slowly, with a stop be- 
tween the words: A-bowknot-is-easily- 
to wuntie. Then, smiling,’ he bowed 
again and walked away with the ap- 
pearance of a man who had performed 
a difficult task to his own satisfac- 
tion. ;

Gruet was educated in the public and |

These two women—Mrs. Kate Ashard, 
87.years of age, of 2215 Carr street, and 
Mrs. Margaret Spath of 193 O'Fallon 
street—were held over night at the po- 
lice station, The husband of one of 
them brought their proper clothing next 
morning and they were allowed to dress 
before being called for trial. 

These two women stated that they had 
put on masculine attire in order to 
“have a lark,” and none-of the. evt- 
dence indicated that there was anything 
further improper about their actions 
than the mere fact that they had on 
men’s clothing. 

Different from them, however, was 
the casé of another St. Louis woman 
some time ago. This was Nellie Woods, 
alias May Willard, alias Morris Stewart, 
who entered the bachelor apartments of 
Park von Wedelstaedt, a St. Louis 
young man noted for his dress procliv- 
ities, and helped herself’ to the conients 
of his wardrabe. 


Miss Woods’ Arrest. 


Miss Woods was later arrested while 
arrayed in a suit of Von Wedelstaedt's 
clothing, including a fancy waistcoat, 
frock coat, pearl gray trousers and silk 
hat. She looked almost as beautiful as 
She wae finally 
convicted and sent to the Penitentiary, 
although Von Wedelstaedt did what he 
could to get her sentenoe lightened. She 
afterwards escaped from prison but was 
recaptured. 

Numbers of other cases are on the 
records aft the St. Louis police stations, 
but the public generally hears little of 
them unless something unusual about 
their escapades attracts attention. Ne- 
groes are frequent offenders, the police 
say, but owing to the pecullarities of a 
Megro’s physical construction the offi- 
cers have difficulty in distinguishing a 
man from a woman when both are 
dressed alike, unless the opportunity is 
exceptionally good-—another case of all 
Cvlored people lowking alike. ; 

Differing from any of the instances 
before mentioned was that of Mrs. 
Sarah Westbrook of St. Louis, wife ot 











Dr. George Westbrook. Mrs. Westbrook 
suspected her husband of having an ap- 
pointment with another woman and 
jealousy prompted her to dress in a suit 
of his clothes, don an overcoat and fol- 
low him. 
Her disguise was penetrated by a man 
who stood beside her in a Jefferson ave- 
nue car and the story came to light 
through the police courts. Mrs. West- 
brook’s husband came to her relief and 
mutual explanations followed. The re- 
sult was rather a happy one, for the 
domestic retations of the two were re- 
lieved of a strain which might, have 
caused them to break had Mrs. West- 
brook borne her suspicions in silence 
until they were beyond being allayed. 

Probably the world’s history of mas- 
queraders of this class has not 
nessed a more remarkable one 
which came to light recently at Phoe- 
nix, Ariz. Nicolai de Raylan, supposed 
to be a man, died there of consumption. 
l’reparations for burial showed that De 
Ravlan was a woman. Further investi- 
gation showed that De Raylan had bé®n 
three times married and that “he’’ had 
lived with the last wife for more than 
ten years. 


De Raylan Left Will. 


More remarkabie than this, De Raylan 
attempted to keep her identity as a 
woman concealed to the very last, and 
to further this effort made a will leav- 
ing property. to her “wife and son.” A 
son actually existed in the De Raylan 
household, but he was the son of ‘Mrs.’ 
De Raylan by a former husband. 

Disguised as aman, De Raylan had 
acted as secretary to Baron Schlippen- 
bach, the Russian Consul at Chicago. 
Backed by the standing obtained in that 
capacity the De Raylan woman conduct- 
ed a “Russian Legal Bureau” in Ch)- 
cago and profited to the extent of gov 
to $1000 a month from Russian and Jew- 
ish immigrants. @ 

Reprieve from military duty, 
tance of fines and punishments, release 
from allegiance to Russia and permis- 
sion to return to Russia for persons wno 
had left there without passports were 
some of the things promised by De Ray- 
lan—for a consideration.

Most remark- 
able of these is that of Joseph Teddar, 
a boy who was recently arrested in this 
city for offering an insult to some girls. 
He stated that he had periodically mas- 
queraded as a girl for a number of 
years. 

Viola Helmer, 16 years old, was the 
prosecuting witness in the cases which 
brought Teddar into Police Court. He 
was not convicted, and on the day fol- 
lowing his trial again appeared, himself 
the prosecutor this time and the Hel- 
mer girl the defendant. 

It was charged that the Helmer gir] 
had been so exasperated at Teddar’s ac- 
quittal on the charge preferred by her 
that she had assaulted him as they 
were leaving the courtroom and knocked 
him down by a blow on his jaw. 


Teddar Forms the Habit. 


At the time of his arrest Teddar was 
about twenty years of age, and he 
stated that he had lived in St. TLouis 
alternately as a boy and a girl for five 
years previous, at the beginning of 
which period he had come here from his 
home at Little Rock, Ark. His masque- 
rading habit had been .formed before 
coming here, however, for he had been 
arrested in girl’s clothing at  TJu.ittle 
Rock. He came to St. Louis dressed as 
a boy. 

For a while he lived at 1917 
avenue aS a boy, but finding 
in obtaining work had put on girl's 
clothing and applied at one of the large 
St. Louis department stores for a po- 
sition as cash _ girl. He secured the 
place, giving the name of Nancy Tet-

After three weeks he gave up the 
place, resumed his boy's garb and se- 
cured employment as a grocer's deliv- 
ery boy.

HEN the ‘‘dudes,’’ the

leader of these young men is now 
President of the United States 
and the form of corrupt munici- 
pal government masquerading as 
‘dem ' which they oppos- 
ed, has been so frequently de- 
feated that it may never return. 


One result ef the work of these 


young men has been to make the 
term ‘‘professional politician’’ 
odious. Their influence has been 
decidedly elevating because they 
were men of education and posi- 
tion. The common people will, it 
is shown, vote for men of this 
kind every time. 
A movement along similar 
lines is beginning in St. Louis, 
where there is every indication 
that the people are tired of pro- 
ior] politicians and want no 
more of them than they can help.

More particularly, however, the now 
regime proposes to give its attertion tu 
the House of Delegates and City Coun- 
cil.

The necessity 
of having a higher grade of member- 
ship there is the matter now receiving 
serious attention. 


Primarily the new movement ig the 
outgrowth of conditiong that have pre- 
vailed in 6t. Louls municipal politics 
and which many fear may again grow 
up—boodling, in a word. With the cru- 
sade of recent years against corrupt 
city officials and privilege-buying mo- 
nopolies and grafters which has given 
St. Louls such undesirable notoriety, the 
realization has been brought home that 
a blow must be struck at the root of the 
evil before it can be eradicated. 


Given the same conditions that have 
prevailed in the past, it is now seen by 
a large class interested not only in hav- 
ing St. Louis politics reformed, but in 
keeping them reformed, the old evils 
will immediately take on new life. 


Many object that the present form 
of municipal government in 8t. Louis is 
itself an obstacle to such a change, and 
the move for charter revision is allied 
to the desire for a new order of things, 
Municipal governments patterned on the 
forms of the national Government have 
never been successful or satisfactory in 
the United States, and many efforts 
have been made to establish something 
better. 


With the possible exception of the 
Commission form established at Wash- 
ington and improved upon by Galves- 
ton—and which ie now being adopted by 
other cities In the West and Southwest 
—nothing approaching a_ solution tin 
forms and practices has ever been ar- 
rived at, however. 

All of which ts In direct contradiction 
to politics as they have been played in 
St. Louis tn the past. It is notorious 
that the House of Delegates as a whole 
has seldom been an Institution of which 
better St. Louis could be proud. Among 
its membership have been found, year 
after year, ex-convicts, gamblers ana 
ward heelers. Associated with these 
have been other men “susceptible te 
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ties.

“A HEAVY MORAL OBLIGATION” 
By Theodore Roosevelt. 


T If proper to demand more from the man with exceptional advan- 
tuges than from the man without them. .A heavy moral obliga- 
tion rests upon the man with means, and upon the man of educa- 

‘,on to do their full duty to the country. 

On no class does this obligation rest more heavily than upon the 
men with college educations, the men who are graduates «! 
Their education gives them no right to feel the ):a.t superiority 
over any of their fellow-citizens; but it certainly ought te make them 
feel that they should stand foremost by doing their whvle duty as 


This obligfétion possibly rests even more heavily upon the men of 
means, but of this it is not necessary now to speak. The men of mere 
wealth never can have and ever should have the capacity for doing goéd 
work that is possessed by the men of exceptional mental training; but 
that they may become both a laughing stock and a menace to the com- 
munity is made unpleasantly apparent by that portion of the New York 
business and social world wnuich is most in evidence in the newspapers. 

To the great bo7?y of men who have had exceptional advantages in 
the way of educational facilities we have, then, a right to look for good 
The service may be rendered in many ways. 
reasonable number of cases the man may himself rise to high political 
position. That men actually do rise is shown hy the number of graduates 
of Harvard, Yale and our other universities who are now taking a

The City Council has, perhaps, been

All well-informed etadents of munici- 
nal government point to the fallure of 
the wealthy citizens to interest them- 
selves in city government.

Mr. Roosevelt and others, 
while by no means contending that the 
Officials of a democratic government 
should be chosen wholly from the 
“aristocracy,”’ argue that men ifn the 
higher walks of life should be at least 
equally represented with those whom 


fortune and circumstances have not fa-_ 


fored. 


While Mr. Roosevelt's fret political 
office was as a legisiator, he at that 
time and previously Aad interested him- 
self in New York City politics. Later he 
was made Police Commissioner of: New 
York ana ran for Mayor. «

Port Royal, when his crew caught a big 
shark. Inside it was found a bundle of 
Bhip’s papers belonging to an American 
brig, the Nancy. 

On his return to Port Royal. Lieut. 
Fitton found that the Naney had been 
brought in for carrying contraband of 
war. Her skipper furnished to the au- 
thorities papers which cleared the ship. 
These false papers had been prepared 
in the event of the vessel being stopped 
Her true papers, which proved that the 
Nancy was deeply implicated in the con- 
traband traffic, had been thrown over- 
board just before she was overhauled, 
and the shark had swallowed them. 

The case was tried in the Courthouse 
at Kingston, where at .the 
ment Lieut. Fitton appe>red 
scene and produced his find, to the con 
sternation of the other side. Tine Nancy 
was forthwith condemned as a 
prize and her skipper was fined and 
sent to Jail. The head of the 
shark is in London, at the Unite! 
Service Institution. It was for some 
time set up on show at Port Royal, Ja- 
maica, with this label attached: “Lieut. 
Witton recommends these jaws for a col- 
ar for neutrals to swear through.”
